Development Board 


TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Development Commission’s annual 
tourist study says of the 14,208,279 
persons who ‘visited Florida. in 
1963, the majority came’ from 28 
states ranging from the high in 
New York and Illinois to a low of 
71,040 each from SE and 
Maine, 

New York and Illinois "each pro- 
vided about 1.2 million tourists 
and Michigan was next with 994,- 
580. 

The 14.2 milion estimate of 
tourists entering Florida last year 
was a new record for the state. In 
1945, the commission estimated a 
total of 2.5 million. _ 

In 1963, the winter months 
showed fewer tourists than did the 
‘summer months. The state got a 
million visitors each-month during 
January, February and March, 
compared with 1:5 million in June, 
July and August.
